Opposition Try to Open Up Volunteer

Appointed Special Ambassador to 
Be Present at Ceremony 


Washington, D. ©. May 11.—Theo- 
dore: Roosevelt today accepted by 
cable the appointment by President 
Tat, to be special ambassador to re- 
present the United States at the fun- 
etal of King Edward in London on 
May th. The eablegrams exchanged 
between the President and Col. Roose- 


_ velt were not made public. 


Parliament's Tribute to Late King. 
London,’ May 11.—Pariiament met 
this afternoon to pay a national tri- 
bute to the memory of King Edward, 
and to announee his successor, King 
George. A message from the new 
monarch, in which he announced the 
death of his father and his own sue- 
cession, was read in both houses, 
which subsequently adopted addres- 
ses of condolence and congratulations 
to the King. Speeches were made by 
the leaders of the political parties. 
The Royal message was received in 
the House of ¢ommons with solem- 


hity,..the. members standing uncov- 


ered fs it was read. Tt was as fol- 
lows: 
“ The Message as Read. 

“The King knows that the House of 

Commons shares in the profund sor- 

row which has befallen his Majesty 

by the death of his Majesty’s father, 
the late King and that the House en- 

tertaina a true sense of the loss which 

his Majesty and the nation have sus- 

tained in this mournful event,

Congratulations to New King. 

“We beg to offer your Majesty our 
loyal congratulations upon your aus- 
picious accession and Wwe assure your 
Majesty of our devotion to the royal 
person and our “ute conviction that 
his reign will, under’ the favor of 
Divine province, be distinguished by 
unswerving efforts to promote tha 
virtue and contentment 
an’ to guard the rights and liberties 
of his Majesty’s faithful people.” 

Speaking on the motion, Mr. As 
quith referred the reign of the great 
King suddenly taken from us, as years 
crowded with moving events through 
ont the Empire. 

King Edward’s Iliness, 

London, iMay 12.—The official re- 
ports of King Edward’s last illness, 
issued this afternoon over the signa- 
tures of Sir Francis Laking, Sir James 
Reid, and Sir Douglas Powell, de- 
clare that for several yeats the K'ng 
suffered from emphysema (abnorma: 
distention of the air vessels of the 
lungs) with an attendant bronehu! 
eatarrah, the signs of which were 
permanently present at the bases of 
the lungs. On several occassions 
there were digestive disturbances and 
other symptoms.

Controllers and Aldermen of Winnipeg 
Favor Erection at Early Date of Mag- 
nificent New Building—!nadequacy of 
(Present Stfucture Most Marked.

Winnipes, May 1-A now Winnipeg

The necessity of a new city hall was 
heartily endorsed by the others present, 
aniong them were Controller Harvey, 
Controller Waugh, Alderman Douglas 
and - Alderman Midwinter. But no one 
approved of the suggestion of selling any 
of the property. 

Controller Waugh said the land the 
city owned was one of its best assets, 
and, so far from selling, he could foresee 
the time—not many years hence either 
when the city would be wishing it had a 
great deal more than it has, 

The controller went on to suggest 
that the city announce this fall that it 
is prepared to consider plans for a new 
city hall te be «submitted in open com- 
petition, and Ald. Tjouglas remarked 
that towards the end of next year the 
city would be in a financial position to 

“We must build for the future,” ob- 
building and have it completed for the 
Centennial Exposition. 

Tn regard to the cost there was a 
consensus of cpinion that one million 
would not cover the expense of a hall 
such as would have to be erected. 

“We must bind for the future,” ob- 
served Controller Waugh. “I would | 
not advocate spending a great deal of 
money on outside ornamentation, but 
the building would have to be up .o 
date in every way and take into con- 
sideration the rapidly growing needs of 
the city.”

Settling of Foundations Imperils 
Stability of Big Structures in 
Edmonton 


A note of warning to Edmonton 
builders is sounded by Alexander Pot- 
ter, C, E., the. New York expert who 
is engaged on the preparation of a 
plan for Edmonton’s future sewerage 
system. Mr. Potter is an observant 
engineer who has an eye for other 
things besides schemes of drainage. 
He has been taking note of Edmon- 
ton’s buildings, and for diversion has 
been studying foundations. 

Almost startling is the statement 
which he makes with regard to the 
conditions of building in the city. 

“i have been astonished,” said Mr. 
Potter to the Bulletin last night ‘to 
find the walls of many large new 
buildings in the city badly cracked. 

Many Cracked Buildings. 

“There are so many cracked build- 
ings that defective construction can- 
not be to blame, because they must be 
the work of many different contractors. 
From my examination of the so! 
here I find it to be much the same as 
with regard to supporting power as in 
New Orleans, where it has been found 
necessary to strengthen the founda- 
tions of all large buildings by piling. 
I would say that 1,200 or 1,400 pounds 
was a heavy load for an ordinary 
foundation to carry ‘on this soil, but 
many of the foundations of large 
buildings in this city must be carry- 
ing the unsate load of over a ton to 
the square foot.” 

Post Office and Other Buildings. 

Mr. Potter mentioned the new Bost 
Office building and the First Baptist 
church as two buildings which gave 
evidence of settled foundations. The 
wal! of the Strathcona pump house 
which collapsed a year ago and was 
rebuilt, was again displaying danger- 
ous cracks. He was of the opinion that 
tus badly cracked cordition of tu 
walls of the new Edmonton pump 
house was due to the heavy weight 
thrown on the insufficient foundations. 

Some regulation should be intro- 
duced, in Mr. Potter’s opinion, re- 
quiring the reinforeement of founda- 
tions of large buildings. This might 
be effected by spreading the founda- 
tions over a wider base.

Sale of Townplot of Wabamun Con- 
ducted by Indian Agencies In- 
spector Markle Drew Fair At. 
tendance and Upset Prices Were 
Obtained by Auctioneer Smith. 


About fiity Jots in the townplot’ of 
Wabamun on the east shore of the 
lake bearing the same name, about 
thirty miles west of Edmonton, were 
sold yesterday afternoon by auction 
under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs. The Edmon- 
ton Opera house was the scene of the 
sale and Robert Smith, the well- 
known auctioneer, wielded the ham- 
mer. The number of lots put up for 
salo was 161. The majority went at 
the upset prices which were consid- 
ered to be rather high. But there was 
some keen bidding for choice corners, 
and in one instance the reserve price 
was raised 100 per cent before the 
hammer fell. 

Auctioneer Smith was in good form 
and depicted in glowing terms the 
beauties of Wabamun,. the coming 
summer resort on the bay ‘‘where all 
the fishes congregate.”’ 

The terms of the sale require the 
erection of a building to cost at least 
$300 on each pareel sold within one 
yeat from May llth, the date of sale. 
‘This means that at least fifty resid- 
ences and summer cottages go up at 
Wabamun in the next twelve months. 

The sale was in charge of J. A. Mar- 
kle of Red Deer, Inspector of Indian 
Agencies. Between sixty and seventy 
interested parties attended the sale 
which lasted for the greater part of 
the afternoon.

Senator Davis Expressed Himself Strong- 
ly in Favor of the Development of the 
Saskatchewan—Says That Scheme 
Will Mean Much to Winnipeg and 
Manitoba,

Winnipeg, May 11—That Edmonton, 
Prince Albert and Winnipeg will, within 
the next few years be connected by a 
system of navigable waterways, was the 
opinion expressed today by Senator 
Davis of Prince Albert, who was in the 
city on his return from Ottawa, where 
he has spent the past few months. The 
senator states that the minister of the 
interior is in the closest sympathy with 
the undertaking, and that the engineers 
who have gone carefully into the matter 
report that it is entirely feasible. 

“A begining will be made on the work 
this year,”’ said Senator Davis. ‘‘There 
will be a survey boat on the river during 
the summer between Winnipeg and the 
Grand Rapids, and two snag boats will 
be in commission, 

Cheaper Coal for Winnipeg. 

“The completion of the necessary work 
of-improvement will mean much to all 
three western provinces. It will create 
a market for the coal of Alberta, which 
can be sent to Winnipeg very cheaply by 
water...1t will afford cheaper coal ‘o 
Winnipeg, and will enable the people of 
Western Canada to get along without 
coal from the United States, 
jo «The chief imnedinant te. the comple- 
tion of the undertaking is the rapids at i 
the mouth of the Saskatchewan. The fall 
there is only seventy feet in three miles 
and it is computed that 80,000 horse pow- 
er can be developed there in connection 
with the construction of the canal. It is | 
certain that in a comparatively short 
time flour will be ground at Grand Rap- 
ids by this power, and will be shipped to 
England from the port on Hudson's Bay 
Te development of the waterway will 
work in perfectly with the plan of the 
government for the construction of the 
line to the Bay. 

Connecting the Lakes. 

“From Cedar lake across to Lake Win- 
nipegosis can be secured by the excava- 
tion of an old waterway and no lock will 
be needed. Vrom Lake Winnipegosis 
into Lake Manitoba access will be gained 
at Grassy Portage where one lock will 
be required in a short canal. 

“The entire cost of the creation of the 
waterway would be insignificant and the 
resulting benefit incalculable.’

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BUSINESS OUTLOOK 
VERY SATISFACTORY 


Conditions Throughout the West Are 
Encouraging—How a Big Crop 
Hetpex Amount of Wheat Inspect- 
ed Would Fill Two Trains Reach- 
ing From Toronto to Montreal. 


May 11.--General busi- 
hroughout the prairie 
provinces have been very satisfactory 
for many months, and the reason 
therefor is to bo found in the suecess 
of agriculture in 1908. The season 
was the most prosperous that the 
farmers had ever known, and an enor- 
mous amount was udded w the ag- 
gregate wealth of the country. In 
the quantity and quality of the grain 
crops a joint standard was establish-

grain production which will make last 
year’s figures look small by compari- 
son. And it ja possible that the 
husbandmen may again be able to 
raise cereals of a quality fully as 
good as those which are now being 
marketed. But there were three 
main features of the 1909 crop pro- 
duction, In addition to the enor- 
mous aggregate production and the 
excellent quality of the products, the 
high average yield in each case was 
worthy of note. The unusually high 
prices which prevailed in the grain 
markets of the world also helped to 
make the season conspicuous, but the 
advances in values were caused by 
conditions with which the western 
farmers had relatively little to do. 
The workers and the weather were 
responsible for the encouraging re- 
sults in this part of the globe. These 
two factors are entitled to all praise. 
There: is little likelihood that a huge 
total yield, a high stundard of quality, 
a heavy production per acre, and high 
prices for the output will be again 
secured in one and the same season. 
It is possible, but it is not probable. 
The west, with ell its optimism, has 
no reason to hope for a repetition of 
lust year’s benefits, The whole sea- 
son stands in a class by itself for the 
seasons mentioned, and coming years 
will each do well if they approxi- 
mate closely to that record. 

More Than 75,000 Cars of Wheat. 

Figures of the grain inspections 
for eight months are now available, 
and they are interesting enough to 
anyone who has watched the growth 
of the western agricultural industry. 
Wheat is easily the most important 
of the cereals, of course, and during 
the eight months 75,480 cars were 
examined by the government officials, 
This is an immense amount, but few 
people understand how great it really 
is. If these cars were made up into 
two trains of equal length they would 


cover the distance between Toronto 
and Montreal, which is 333 miles. 


And the grain in the cars which 
were not used for the purpose of the 
experiment would be sufficient to 
supply the City of Toronto with its 
daily bread for eight months, The 
wheat inspections represent a fotal 
of more than 80,000,000 bushels, or an 
average of 10,000,000 per month since 
the crop year began on September 1. 
For the same eight months in the 
preceding crop year the wheat total 
was 65,141 cars, so that the increase 
so far has been a little more than 10,- 
000 cars. 
Improvement in Quality. 

The high average quality of the 
1909 grain has been irequently men- 
tioned in this correspondence, but it 
is perhaps permissible to refer to it 
The inspections of wheat for 


again. 
April are illuminating in this res- 
pect In the 5,966 cars last month, 
5,577 were better than No, 4, which 
means that they were acceptable on | 


contracts, This gives a percentage 
of 93.65, which may be 

remarkably high, especially when the 
lateness of the season is taken into 
account. Most of the farmers are sup- 
posed to sell their good wheat long 
before April comes around, They de 
parted from that rule this year. They 
could afford to hold it, and they held 
it accordingly. In April last year the 
percentage of contract wheat was only 
63.46, For the eight months of this 
season the percentage is 88.58, as 
compared with 70.44 for the 
period in the preceding season. The 
tigures are sufficient to tell the story 


ot the difference. An average of 
nearly 90 per cent. in contract wheat 
in deliveries extending over two- 


thirds of the crop year turnishes 
ground for exultation, But the éta- 
tist.cal proportions are not noticed 
generally, aud there is no tendency 
to boast. The farmers hope that they 
may continue to secure yields of ligh- 
class grain, but they are not anxious 
to “beat the big drum” over what 
they have already obtained. 
Heavy Shipments of Coarse Grains. 
The coarse grains continue to 
make a good showing in the official 
figures, although they are still a long 
way behind King Wheat. In the 
eight months there were 13,216 cars of 


oats, as compared with 10,339 a year! 


ago; 3,366 cars of barley, as compar- 
ed with 2,740; and 3,336 care of flax, 


as compared with 2,026. Jt will 
be seen that there were large = in- 
creases in all grains. The grand 


totals are almost in the “staggering” 
class, The inspections of the four 
leading grains, wheat, oats, barley 
and flax, during the eight months 
amounted to 96,398 cars, containing 
approximately 118,944,600 bushels 
For the same period a year ago they 
were 86,246 cars, containing approexi- 
mately 95,692,800 bushels. There is

STEAMER SANK 
IN MISSISSIPPI 


City of Saltillo Ran on Rock Near 
Glen Park, Missouri 
and Sank 


St. Louis, Mo., May 11.—A long dis 
tance telephone message to the Globe 
Democrat about 11 o'clock tonight 
states that the steamer, the 40,000 
stern wheeler, City of Saltillo, which 
left St. Louis at 7 o’elock tonight ‘or 
Waterloo, Ala., with twenty-seven 
passengers and a larg: freight cargo. 
struck a rock and sank near the Mis- 
souri bank of the Mississippi River 
at Glen Park, Mo., about thirty miles 
from &t, Louis. In the confusion at- 
tending the housing of the rescued 
passengers, it could not be ascertained 
if any had been drowned, but it is be- 
lieved many perished, The Saltill 
was one of the Taft fleet which took 
the president and governors and con 
gressmen from St. Louis to the deep- 
waterway convention at New Orleans, 
Th: boat struck at 9.30 o'clock just 
as the passengers were retiring. It is 
though tthat through some error the 
pilot got out of his course and came 
toc near the shore. 

Sank Quickly. 

On aceount of the present high 
state of the water the steamer filled 
and aank quickly. The passengers, 
including many women and children, 
were thrown into confusion and it 
required the utmost efforts of Captain 
Harry Crane and his crew to rescue 
any. The boat turned on its side as 
it went down, and many are thought 
to have drowned in‘their cabins. The 
trew, numbering about twenty-five 
including the roustabouts, placed a 
gang blank from the boat to the bank 
across which the frightened 
ger. rushed, In the darkness and 
confusion it was impossible to tell if 
all negotiated the precarious bridge 
in safety. The passengers list was 
alsc on the boat. 

The little town of Glen Park 
quickly aroused and as the news of 
the disaster spread, they threw their 
doors open for the care of Survivors
